By the Snow Road Act of last seasion of 
the Legislature of Ontario, it will be advise 
able to passa By-law at this seasion to carry 
out the provisions of Cap, 46, Respeciin 
double track roads for winter travel, 1 woul 
recommend that the By-Law if pussed,should 
embrace the leading gravel roxds in tho 
County. 

I would also recommend that somy pro- 
vision be made to arrange for levelling those 
places most exposed to drifts on the gravel 
ronda, in order to expedite travel.

2 carters to draw stone. It is my opinion 
that a great saving can be made in repair« 
ing those roads that require broken stone, 
and greatly facilitate the work to be yearly 
performed, trusting you will take the matter 
info consideration, 

I have carried out the Instructions given

Dear S1n,—A ead accident took place at 
the Iron Mines in this Village, Blairton, on 
the 4th ult., whereby two men lost their 
lives nud onu or two others were severely 
hurt.

THE GALE ELSEWHERE, 


Owing to the storm telegraph wires were 
disarranged, and communication by this 
means was completely cut off with’ many 
places.

Calities were as disastrous as in Belleville, 
To Ottuwa, houses were blown down, roofs

At Kingston the gale was evidently not 
80 severe, 4B the papers do not report any 
serlous disasters. Tbe only casuality of any

phorou¥) and Scutari, It attacks bullocks’ 
and cows exclusively, and is belicved to 
have been introduced from Ada-Baas, be- 
yond Ismidt. At Boscans, four hours dis 
tant from Belcos, the diseaso is increasiog, 
and three or four beasts die every day. At 
Musseinli, an bour’s distanco inland from 
Boskana,it bas killed about eighty animals, 
half of the stock of cattle which the village 
posscased, At other places it is reputed to 
be on the increase, At Koutchoulll sixty 
head of cattle have perished, and at the 
village of Sultan Tchitlik, three hours dis~ 
tance from Sculari, five or six ani die 
daily. It is curious to observe th 
though the medival management of domes- 
tic animals was studied by the ancient 
Egyptions as well as by the Greeks and 
Romans, the progress of veterinary science 
has been so slow tbat little or nothing is 
yet known of the nature or treatment ot 
cattle diseases, which, if not curable, are no 
doubt preventable by proper arrangements, 


The Most Nutritious |Food, 


Upon this subject a writer in the Phila- 
delphia Star says: 

Tsubmit the following article on food, 
hoping it may do # little good to the poor 
class in these pinching umes; Oatmeal con- 
tains 91 per cent. of nutritive matter, wheat, 
£5} per cent., potatoes, 28 per cent, the beat 
flesh meat, 25 por cent, It may be seon by 
the above. that one pound of oatmeal con- 
tains nearly four times as much nutrition as 
one pound of buef, We pay for beef per 
pound fifteen, twenty and twenty-five conte ; 
for one pound of oatmeal we pay five cent». 

Nearly half the people of Ireland and 
Scotland live on oatmeal! and potatoes ; they 
do not taste flush meat once a month, The 
writer of this artiole has not eaten flesh for « 
year; he finds himself better physically as 
well ag mentally, 

Wheat contains of the carbonates, or heat 
‘and fat produosrs, sixty-two per cent. of the 
phosphater,the clags that suppiie# the bones, 
the brain and the nerves, and glyes vital 
power, both menta! and muscplar, two and 
# half por cent, ; of the nitrates, the class 
that supplies the waste of muscle,twenty-one 
per cent, | 

If wheat were eaten in its natural condi~ 
tion, without bolting, iv would supply all 
the needed elements in the human body; 
butin the process of bolting, nearly the 
whole of the phosphates and nitrates are re= 
moved,

Public Meeting of Electors ! 


MUNICIPAL MATTERS DISCUSSED, 


THE MAYOR AND GRAND JUNCTION, 


PAST AND PRESENT COUNCILLORS 
COMPARED, 


The meoting of clectora called to listen 
to explanations from the mombers of the 
Street Committee regarding thoir conduct 
in oflice during te your, and certain nccusa 
tions which have lately been made against 
them, was held in the Masonic Music Hull, 
on 22nd inst, The attondance was large, 
numbering about 600 to 800 persons, 
apparently a great doalof interest prevail- 
inge in the subjects to bo discussed. 

Shortly bofore 8 o'clock, Mr, Foster 
Opened proceedings by requesting Jama 
Brown, Esq., M. P., to tako tho Obair. 
Ho also desired cyory member ot tho 
Council who was present to take a seat 
upon the platform. Thero were prescot 
upon she platform Messrs, Sutherland, 
Foster, Northcott, the Mayor, Henderson, 
Vandusen, Hambly, Denmark, Patterson, 
Benjamin, Holden, Burdett, and Messrs, 
Ashley and Farloy, members ot the County 
Council, the latter of whom took their 


Boats at the request of tho Chairman, who 
also invited the presence of members of the 
Dominion and Local Parliaments. 

Tho Chairman, in a tow introductory 
remarks, oskecl a fair hearing for the 
speakers, as all wero interested in the 
affairs of the town, and could not intelli- 
gently decide upon the morits of the quea- 
tions at i#8ue unless a fair hearing were 
accorded to the speakers, He would call 
upon tho members of the Street Committee, 
who had convened the meeting. 

Mr. Fosrsn, the Chairman of the Street 
Committee, was firat introduced, and at 
once entered upon the subject matter of the 
discussion, proceeding to refute the charges 
which had been made against them, Ho 
had been charged with building the ferry 
slip—that he was Beatty in disguise—snd 
numerous kindred offences, He proceeded 
to enumerate the charges against himaelf; 
It was true that Beatty had built the forry 
slip, He had assisted Beatty, who bad 
been in his employ, with lumber, and lent 
him money. It was also true that be had 
obtained orders from Beatty, and drawo 
money on them from the Treasury in pay» 
ment of these advances, But he had no 
interest in the profits of auch contract, Mr, 
Patterson was Chairman of the Ferry Com- 
mittee, and the work had been done to the 
satisfaction of that gentleman, and of Mr, 
Ranney, Superintendent of the work, Was 
that wrong? Ino reference to the charge 
of jobbery in street matters, he said what 
he had done had been authorized by the 
Council, and in support of this he read a 
report of the Street Committee passed by 
the Council on May Sth, which report was 
published at that time, The report refers 
lo general repairs on the streets, and the 
purchase of land required for opening up 
streets, There waa no dissent to the adop» 
tion of the report, He had no hesitation 
in saying that had all the work recom. 
mended in the report been performed, a 
much larger expenditure would have been
